Particular attention was called to 
the fact that Harriman received 52,000 
votes at the municipal election. The 
speakers predicted that if the men 
and women workers of the State 
would unite, both industrially, easpe- 
clally, they would soon capture the 
State. Their remarks were réceivyed 
with bursts of applause, each being 
accorded an ovation, according to the 
Conve nh Press Committee. 

At the close of the session, several 
delegates admitted that a resolution

‘Suit on to Restore Land of a 


Chief's Daughter. 


Protect Widow of Victim of 
Tribal Superstition. 


Son of Black Eagle, Sioux 


Chief, Vindicated. 


What is perhaps the most remark- 
in the history of the 
American Indian of a paternal gov- 


‘jernment’s protection of poor Lo from 


the results of his own superstition 
was brought to light yesterday when 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney Cryer announced his tntention 
of today filing an action in equity to 
restore a quarter-section of land to 
the widow of the sen of Black Eagle, 
famous chief of the Sioux. The land 
was given her by Uncle Sam following 
the slaying by Piute braves of her 
husband because he, as tribal medi- 
cine man, was unable to check the 
ravages of the plague among his peo- 
ple. 

Years ago, in the. days when the 
Sioux wére yet supreme in their own 


deliance to the troovers sent into the 
Northwest for the protection of a 
handful of white settlers scattered 
ever the thousand square mites 
sacred to the tribe, the son of Black 
Kagie was born and, according to the 
tribal legend, the Great Spirit turned 
his face away. 

As though he were tudeed the child 
of an evii star, the Gy papoose nev- 
er hed anything but hard luck. He 


jwas barely 4 years old .when the 
Sioux went on the war path and. in 
an ill-advised moment, descended 


whooping upon the military post com- 
manded by Gen. W. H. Harney. In 
the bloody series of battles which foli- 
lowed, Black Eagle was killed and 
so many of his braves followed him to 
violent death that the back of the 
Sioux war was broken forever. 
WHITES ADOPT HIM. 

His parents dead and his tribe scat- 
tered. the papoose was carried far to 
the south by wandering squaws and 
ultimately found his way into the 


family of a lonely squatter, Jerry Con- 


well by name. There he spent the 
greater part of his childhood and 
learned much of the mysterious ways 
of the paleface. 


Finally, however, the 


the call of 
Indian again, the only outward sem- 
blance remaining to him of his white 
training being the name of Jerry Con- 
well, which he pre-empted as a tok- 
en of respect to his foster-father. He 
wandered into Inyo county and was 
adopted by the Piutes, ultimately mar- 
rying the daughter of a chief of that 
tribe. 

Because of his white training and 
the superior knowledge he displayed 
of things little short of oecult in the 
eyes of the,aborigines, the young 
Sioux was speedily raised to the en- 
viable rank of medicine man’ All 
over the reservations of the north the 
name of Jerry Conwell became a 
famous one and his counsels were 
sought as those of a prophet. j 

But his family heritage of misfor- 
tune was not siow in making itself 
An epidemic of smallpox 
broke out among the Piutes and Con- 
well was called upon to exorcise the 
devils regarded as responsible for the 
spotted death that swept «the tribe 
Vke a firebrand. Conwell knew what 
the disease was, and knew that the in- 
cantations of a medicine’ man, how- 
ever skilled, would be unavailing, He 
attempted to explain to the chiefs that 
nothing but a white man’s doctor 
could do them any good, but they re- 
fused to listen to such heresy. Upon 
their medicine man maintaining his 
attitude of obduracy, he was officially 
deciared the evil spirit that had 
brought the plague upon the tribe. 
Conwell protested but to no _ avail. 
After an all-night sitting about the 
council fires, it was officially decreed 
by the chiefs that he should be put 
to death. According to the story, al- 
most his last words were to warn the 
head men that the devastation would 
be checked only by an appeal to the 
white men of the reservation. 

WIDOW PROVIDED FOR. 

Under the Federal law relating to 
Indian dependents, a quarter-section 
of arable land was set aside for Con- 
well’s widow by the United States gov- 


ernment. The statute also provides 
that the héi@er of such a grant must 
retain possession of it for at least 


twenty-five years and cannot legally 
dispose of it in that time. The chief's 
daughter did sell her land, however, 
about twelve years ago. “The purchas- 
er was a white man ahd since then it 
has passed through several hands 
Under the law, however, the title has 
remained in the hands of Mrs. Con- 
well and the sales were tllegal. 

The present holder of the land is 
Peter E. Walline, against whom the 


raction is taken, An effort will be made 


to have set aside the quit-claim made 
by Conwell’s squaw-and to have the 
land returned to heg.. It does not ap- 
pear that the widow herself is an ac- 
tive principal in the matter, she be- 
ing quite satisfied with the deals, but 
the government ts of different mind.

NDIAN CORN’S 
MANY PRODUCTS. 


MADE INTO EVERYTHING FROM 
AUTO TIRES TO FIREWORKS. 


[New York World:] There once was 
a time—and not such a great many 
years ago at that-—-when Indian corn 
was considered fine feed for fattening 
cattle and poultry, and that was about 
all, 

Just see what the wizard of science, 
otherwise the food expert and chemist, 
is able to do with a grain of corn to- 
day. He separates the shel] or hull 
from the starchy in&ide, or endosperm, 
and also removes the heart, or germ, 
of the grain, and from these three 
different substances he makes such a 
variety of products that they must not 
be written down in one long list. Some 
of them, such as bread and sirup. have 
a food value. Others, such as fire- 
works, 2£0ap and rubber heels, have 
not. 

Back In 1881 Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, said: “Corn, the 
/nhew American king, now supplies us 
| with bread, meat and sugar, which we 
‘need, as well as with whisky, which we 
|can do without.” Today he might add 
ps the foregoing table syrup, oil for 

frying, candy, gum, feed cake for cat- 

tle, preserves and jelly. And then, 
turning for a moment from the food 
value found in a grain of corn to the 
other substances and compositions de- 
rived from that same grain, Dr. Wiley 
might add laundry starch, the new 
“safe and sane” Fourth of July fire- 
| crackers known as “sparklers,” auto- 
|mobile tires, rubber heels, soap, paint, 
varnish and hair tonics. 

“Wonderful,” you may remark. The 
wizard of science says it is all very 
simple. The secret consists in know 
ing just how to divide the grain of 
corn in order to abstract fine syrup 
from one part, starch from another, 


getting them mixed. 

“How do they make automobile tires 
out of grains of corn?” may be asked. 
To answer frankly and honestly, they 
don’t. But out of the very heart, or 
germ, of the grain a certain oil, known 
as corn oil, is extracted. Then by a 
vulcanizing process this ofl is convert- 
ed into a rubber substitute, which is 
used in the manufacture of various 
articles, such as insulating material, 
rubber heels, automobile tires and rain 
coats. As for the corn oil itself, it is 
used in the manufacture of soap, soft 
soap and soap powders, oflcloth and 
leather, paints and varnishes. 

The old way of using cora was to 
feed it to the cattle, either on the cob 
or in grains, or by grinding it up, just 
as it came from the cob, to make corn 
meal. Today the wizard. of science 
takes a grain of corn and first of all 
steeps it in water. The grain absorbs 
a certain portion of the water, swelling 
somewhat in consequence, and there 
results a loosening and softening of 
the various ‘component parts of the

solubles of the corn is drawn off and 
subsequently evaporated and _ incor- 
porated with other parts of the grain 
to make gluten feed. 

The next step is to grind the 
steeped-corn somewhat closely, so 
closely, in fact, that the little heart or 
germ of the grain is not broken. Then 
follows another steeping process, by 
means of which the component parts 
of the ground corn are easily sepa- 
rated. The light and oily parts, in 
obedience to the laws governing spe 
cific gravity, rise and the heavier 
parts sink, and so a separation of 
germs, hulls and endosperm is ef- 
fected. 

“The germs are dried and from them 
fs produced oil and oilecake. The 
hulls are likewise separated and 
mixed with the gluten and corn solu- 
bles to form gluten feed. The en- 
dosperm is separated into its com- 
ponent parts, starch and gluten. 
From the starch the three following 
classes of products are derived: Dry 
starches, corn syrups and sugars and 
the dextrines. The syrups and sugars 
are obtained by a process known as 
hydrolizing the starch. This simply 
means the chemical. decomposition of 
the starch and the formation of new 
compounds when the starch is ab- 
sorbed by water. A subsequent re- 
fining’ and evaporating process is 
necessary for the production of the 
corn syrups and sugars. The dex- 
trines, otherwise the gummy com- 
pounds formed by the action of heat 
on starch, are produced from the 
corn starch by a process of roasting. 

Getting back to the very germ of 
the grain of corn, ft is interesting to 
follow its career still further. When 
the germ which contains the oil is 
separated from the remaining portion 
of the grain it is dried, ground and 
subjected to hydraulic pressure 
whereby the oil is extracted. The oil 
is filtered after settling and then still 
further refined to get rid of any free, 
fatty acids to improve the taste and 
to lighten the color. Then this oil is 
ready for frying and cooking pur- 
poses, salad oil, for shortening for 
bread and cake, for pharmaceutical 
purposes, such as ammonia liniments 
and camphorated oil. 

The various starches obtained from 
the grain of corn are almost too num- 
erous to mention, but among others 
are the familiar corn, laundry and 
confectionery starches. They have a 
multitude of uses; for foods such as 
jellies and puddings, baking powder, 
pastes, sauces, candies, gum drops, 
lozenges, for brewing beers and ales, 
for stiffening and finishing yarns and 
fabrics in textile industries, in paper 
manufacture as a filler, finisher and 
size, for cosmetics, asbestos, soaps 
and adhesives and in the manufac- 
ture of coal briquettes. 

The dextrines, made by roasting the 
starch. are used in the textile indus- 
tries for strengthening the fiber and 
finishing the fabrics, for cloth, car- 
pets, twine, for thickening colors, for 
ealico and other printing, for leather 
dressings, pastes, food, sauces and 
paper, for gums and _ glues, ink, 
mucilages and adhesives, for coffee 
and rice polishing and finally in the 
new Fourth of July fireworks known 
as “sparklers.” 

To make the corn syrup the starch 
is mixed with water and heated under 
pressure to form a liquid composed 
of about equal parts of dextrine and 
corn sugar, or glucose. The acid is 
neutralized to form table salt. The 
remainder is filtered to remove any 
fat or protein from the starch and 
decolorized by cane sugar is filtered 
in all cane sugar factories. It is then 
subjected to an evaporating process 
and, presto change, there is your 
corn #syruD.

} aration of table syrup, many other 
valuable uses have found for 
corn syrup. Among others may be 
mentioned the confectionery uses, 
such as for baking, syrups, jams, 
jellies, preserves, mincemeat and 
ether desserts: brewing of beer, fla- 
voring chewing tobacco, food sauces, 
canning of meats, pastes and sizes, 
tanning of leather, blacking, printers’ 
rollers. shoe polishers, for finishing 
molds and cores in’ iron foundries, 
in extracts such as logwood, in silver- 
ing glass for mirrors and in liquid 
soaps, hair tonics, sponges, coffee and 
rice polishing... Corn sugar is used 
in the manufacture of caramel and 


and porters, in vinegars and in the 
manufacture of lactic acid for taen- 
ning and for filling leather. 

This account of the wonders of corn 
would not be complete without «a 
brief reference to the uses of corn 
cobs, passing through boneblack, just 
as stalks and even the “silk.” Lab- 
oratory tests made at Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York, have shown that 
gas can be made from corn cobs and 
corn stalks, more cheaply than from 
coal. In Berlin a German engineer 
has invented a process fdr making all 
kinds of paper from corn stalks. Sec- 
retary James Wilson of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture announced some- 
time ago that simple methods of fer- 
mentation will result in the produc- 
tion of eleven gallons of alcohol from 
one ton of corn cobs. A process has

He declares that a guinea pig 
would starve to death before it would 
cross a muddy hole three feet square, 
and would hesitate a,long time be- 
fore it would even attempt to go over 
a soiled place in its path. Some years 
ago when the cavie was introduced 
into England for food purposes they 
sold for a guinea apiece, and this, it 
“ said, gave them the name of guinea 
pig. 

Guinea Pig Town is a series of lit- 
tle houses erected on each side of 
three or four streets. The town covers 
a plat of ground probhbly 100 feet 
sauare. Some of these houses are 
but one story, while others are two 
and three stories high. Thirty or for- 
ty little pigs could live in a house 
the size of an ordinary shoe case, 
but they are not allowed to be so 
crowded in this village. In the houses 
there are little shelves, tiling and gas 
pipes, and alfalfa hay plays a great 
part. The pigs love to travel through 
the tiling and pipes, and will sit 
perched upon the shelves by the hour. 
They are great pets and recognize 
their master probably more readily 
than and other animal on the Page 
farm. A stranger appearing, however, 
will send every pig into hiding in- 
stantly. They feed upon oats, corn 
chop, Kaffir corn, alfalfa and green 
stuffs. A guinea pig will go for weeks 
without water, if given plenty of green 
stuff, but in the absence of green or 
fresh food, will drink large quantities 
of water. 

Any number from one to eight 
makes a single family, and a new 
family of babies will appear at each 
home every eighty days under ordi- . 
nary circumstances. They multiply 
very rapidly and Prof. Page has a 
standing order from medical ° 
schools and yniversities for all the 
pigs he can produce. The price paid 
by the schovis is 50 cents each, but 
what the breeders call a high-bred 
pig will sell for any amount from $5 
to $15 a pair. 

To raise guinea pigs, Prof. Page 
says, requires much work. Their 
homes must be kept sanitary. If they 
are allowed to become unclean the 
pigs pine away and die. In the case 
of the white pigs in this village, they 
run about on the green alfalfa, and 
their flanks become stained, and this 
is extremely embarrassing to the lit- 
tle animals. They spend more time 
in washing, and cleaning up than the 
ordinary house cat and cannot rest 
unless their coat is spotless.

In leaving the country he 
feared to take the money with him.

An American’s tnveation Wil Revo- 

lutionize the Construction of War- 

ships of Eevery Nation. 
{Chicago Tribune:}] A tremendous 
revolution in naval architecture, more 
far-reaching in its influence than the 
development of dreadnoughis as a re- 
sult of the Husev Japanese War is im- 
pending. The cause is an inventicn 
made by Commander Cleland Davis of 
the United States navy. 

This invention, which has under- 
gone thorough tesis, will require the 
armoring of ships of war beluw as well 
as above the Water line In short it 


will mean that the contest between 


been restricted to the area of a veasel 
visible to the eye, will be extended to 
that part which hitherto has enjoyed 
protection through submersion in the 


The thin plates of steel below water 
must be replaced by thick armor. The 
compartments into which ships have 
been divided and which have provided 
protection through ability to confine 
the inrushing flood inte segregated 
sections, must elther give way to a 
new system or be strengthened so as 
to resist the new weapon which the 
genius of Commander Davis has de- 
vised. 

The situation affects not alone the 
fleet of the United States, but that of 
every great power in the world. In 
battleships and smaller craft laid 
down hereafter the constructors must 
plan for under as well as over water 
protection. They will have to take 
into account the greater weight below 
the water line, which naturally will af- 
fect the stability of the ship. They will 
have to rearrange the location of the 
machinéry and the magazines and the 
thousand and one other detalis of vital 
importance to a man-of-war. 

The Davis invention is a torpedo gun 
made of an alloyed steel tube of enor- 
mous tensile strength, so that it can 
be light enough to be actually carried 
by an ordinary . The torpedo 
is set In motion in the usual way. 
When its nose strikes the target tife

Mme. Fregoleska is the youngest 
member of the troupe. To be exact, 
she is just 24 years old, though she 
could easily pass for 18. She possesses 
much of the naive ingenuousness of a 
child, and is guarded over parentally 
by the other members of the company. 
But despite her vears she is, in mat- 
ter of musical education, accomplished 
to a degree of which an artist twice 
her age would be proud. She is an 
unusually skilled concert violinist, has 
taken several prizes for dramatic 
ability both in Bukharest and Paris, 
is thoroughly skilled in musical com- 
position and counterpoint, and in- 
cludes eighteen operas in her vocal 
repertoire. Fight of these operas she 
can sing both in Italian and F¥ench, 
and four of them she can sing in Ital- 
ian, French and German. | 

Her musical career began at a very 
early age. Born. in Roumanfta, of 
parents only indifferently musical, she 
begah at the early age of six to study 
the violin. At the age of ten she was 
giping recitals; at the age of fifteen 
she was a violinist In the Symphanie 
Concert Orchestra of Bukharest. Car- 
men Silva heard her and took such 
ah interest in her that for a year she 
gave concerts at the royal palace. 
Then it was suddenly discovered that 
she was able to sing. From the age 
of twelve she had had vocal train- 
ing. but so small was her voice that 
she harbored no operatic hopes. When 
she was fifteen, however, it suddenly 
developed, and for five years she de- 
voted herself to it exclusively, taking 
lessons under private tutors and 
studying at the Conservatoire at Buk- 
harest. Then she sang in light opera 
in Paris and won the Grand Prix in 
1909 for a rendition of Halevy’s “Pre 
Aux Cleres.” She toured for two 
years in France, singing principally 
in “The Love Tales of Hoffmann” and 
Mevyerbeer's “Dinorah.”
